License Revocation Report 


The July 15 issue of the FortnicHtLy Review carried a short notice 
of the filing of license revocation complaints against approximately 
15 dentists who had been (and some still are) associated with illegal 
dental laboratories. A series of hearings has been started before the 
Illinois State Board of Dental Examiners, the first of which was held 
on August 23. At that hearing complete evidence was presented 
concerning the illegal activities of two dentists and partial evidence 
was presented concerning a third. Further hearings are scheduled 
for 10 A.M. on Monday, September 27, Monday, October 25, and 
Saturday, October 30. Chicago Dental Society members are welcome 
at these sessions, which are held in the chambers of the Department 


. of Registration and Education on the second floor of the State of Illi- 


nois Building at Randolph and LaSalle Streets. The procedures for 
handling and reporting such hearings are prescribed in the Illinois 
Dental Practice Act and no announcements of Board decisions can 
be made until they have been approved by the Director of the De- 
partment of Registration and Education and until certain stipulated 
amounts of time have elapsed. At such time as these requirements 
permit, we will inform the membership of the hearing results.
